PERSONMEL QUALIFICATIONS. 

During a recent 4 month period, 6 macaques died as a resull ol irKtemal bleeding subsequent to having an ultrasound 
guided Ttvar bipp^Vn ^ deaths having ppcurred in March 201 '6-. While reviewing recqrde it wa^ rnled there ¥vere 
corroerns rogardlng prollcfenc/ of staff wrOh the procedure. Trie research facility musl provide adequate training and 
staffing to ensure proper use ol the animals in order lo prevent a serious animal welfare issue. Failure lo provide 
actequabe training and parscnnel can have a negativa impact on animal wallare. 

The facility identified the incidenis and implemented corrective actions to further preveni this type of incident Irom 
racccurring including a revision ol ihc ullrascund guided biopsy procedure ar^ retraining cl sLafF.
